THE OBINESE POSTAL SCHEME. 

Tho proposal on the part of the. Chinese 
Government to ostabliah .x National Post 
Office has caused in Shanghai, as might welt 
be anpposed, a good deal of discussion. 
Here in Hongkong we are ‘not eo much in- 
terested in the success of the acheme one 
way or the other. The withdrawal of the 


various Postal .Agoncios at Shaughai and 


tho other larger Porta would probably re- 
sult in an actual saving to tho Colony, and 
this, it may be presumed, ja ono of tho 
main reasona which have induced the Post~ 
mastpr-Goneral (Mr Lister). to give in. as 
it is undorstood he has done, his adhesion 
to the scheme. Butin the Ports of Chinn 
itis different, The question thore ia whe- 
ther it ia wise to withdraw a system which 
has worked well, in favour of anew achome 
which may or may not sucesed, and from 
which, under any circamstancos, thoy: can- 
not devo any: advantage they do-nat ot 
present possess. ‘ 

There aro cortain general considerations 
affecting ourselves and the communities at 
the Ports wliich we desire to lny before our 
renders and which we think will show that 
the achome ought at all‘events to ba moro 
fally discussed bofore it-is: finally accopted 
by Her. Majeaty’s Government. 

At first blush, undoubtedly, the propo-al 
to establish an Imperial Chinese Post Office 
seems not only harmless but laudable. 
Every other nation has deomed the safe 
custody and convoyanco of correspondence 
athing that may properly be undertaken 
hy the Government to the exclusion of 
private individuals; why not the Chinese? 
Even Japan has her National Post Office, 
and hag joined the Postal Union. We have 
withdrawn our Poatal Agencies which fur- 


merly exigted at Yokohama and elsewhero 
in her me Why not accord’ the’ same 
thing to’the Chinese? . 

The first.remark wo.hava to mako is, Is 
thie really a Ohineea National Post Office? 
It may beso, but so. far the ouly ovidence 
wo have ia that Sir Robort Hart, has inatruc- 
ted ono of his subordinates, Mr Kopsch, to 
call himself Postal Qommiseioner, and to 
negotiate for the withdrawal of the British 
and other Koreign Post Offices in China‘ 
But granted that Sir Robert Hart is armed 
-with an Imperial: Decree, or whatever elo 
may ba necessary to enable him to launch 
an Imperial Post Office, there yet romains 
this other difficulty, and it ie to this parti- 
oularly that we wish to call the attention 
of our readers, The difficulty we refer to 
is suggested by the question, Under what 
Law or what Regulations is this new Post 
Office to be worked ? ° 

Ttis afact that every nation, in establishing 
‘its own Post Office, has deemad it necessary 
to onact cortain rules speolally applicable 
to those émployoes of the Post Office who 
have the aotual handling, sorting and 
custody of other people's lot ars—aa, for 
instance, that they shall not detain them, 
nor open thom, nor tamper with tho oon- 
tents. We do not say that there is @ pro- 
bability that these things or any of them 
will be dong, but still the fuct that all na- 
tions have considered it necessary to pass 
special logislation on the subject, shows 
that it is at least ® matter that ought to be 
guarded against. Now, we ask, how isthe 
Ohincao Government to gnard against mis- 
conduct of thia nature? We take it that the 
coriduct of the new Post Office will to be 
entrusted, as far as concerns foreign cor- 
respondence, to foreignors.. No laws, no 
regulations that the Chinese Government 
may pasg will be binding upon foreigners in 
their seryica, qnq itis equally clear that 
English or other foreign Postal laws -will 
not touch them, being made, as they are, 
against persons in the English and other Pus- 
talservices, Foreigners go employed wh ch 


so far a8 their pustal duties were concerned 
be entirely irresponsible, and they might 
detain ur open letere, might, in fact, do 
anything short of-actually stealing them 
without being held accountable: We 
readily enough, and as a matter of course, 
admit that Mr Commissioner Kopsch is ab- 
solutely above suspicion himself, but it 
doss not follow that all those whom he may 
employ will be so, and thé kuowledge that 
in any case they are incurring wo penal lia- 
bility by tampering with private letter will 
| not, toxay the least of-it; tend ta make 
them mre acrupylously honest. 

No doubt the Inspector General, or who- 
ever is at the head of the department, 
might. summarily dismiss any «employee 
tound 20 taisconducting himself, but, while 
this would-be but. éorry eatistaction ta the 
person injared, there is slways ta bo borne 
invmind: the possibility -of lotters. being 
opened by justruction-of the Head of. the 
Department: himeelf.

THE GUNS OF THE ‘ AJAX.’ 

’ A correspondent sends to The Times the 
following veassuring information rogarding 
the ordnance on hoard A. B. M.'s ironclad 
Ajax, It ip aatisfactoyy to find that there 
is nothing defective in the construction of 
the guns, and this infatmation, if correct, 
‘will remove much of the stigma at present 
attaching to the Ordnance Department. 
At the same time, though there may be 
cause for congratulation in this respect, 
there will remain the disgraceful fact that 
valusiile guns wore destroyed through the 
carelessness of thoso engaged to handlo 
thom, 2 thing which is far from pleasant to 
contemplate :— , 


As considerable attention has hean drawn 
of Inte to the 38-ten muzzlu-luading guns of 
the 4jax, arising front certain allegstians 
of their having beo« completely disabled 
during expreigo at the beginning of list 
month in Vigo Bay, the pubic will be 
interested to know the real facta of the cusa 
as detailed in thy official report of the ex- 
perts sent down to Spithead on the arrival 
of the. vesiel to examine the alleged impor- 
fect orduance, An officer and_examiner 
from the Royal Gun, Fact ry at Woolwich, 
hy direction of Colonel Maitland, the super- 
intendent, made complete and exhaustive 
examinations of each yun, the result of 
which is embodied in the reports to the 
War Offica of the superintendent, dated 
July 23, of which weary enabled to yive 
the exuct su atance.

The worst that could happen is that tho 
holo through which the axial vent passes 
might in Yong-continned firing become so 
worn as to allow the gas to escapo at tho 
roar, as in the cese of an ofdinary vent, and 
it would then be neces-ary to bush the 
hole, The guns sre all scrviceahle as they 
atond, and the only thing that is required 
is to trim the eroded parts and put new 
copper washers under the mushra .m hends, 
Following the spocial examin«tion of the 
par ioular grin supposed tr, be defective, « 
general and very thorough and prolonged 
examination of all the guns.was made with 
the result that, with the exception of the 
slight ervsion described above, everything 
was found to be in perfect order.

DISCOVERY OF A WRECK BY 
_ A SHANGHAL TUGBOAT. 

Tho. Cathay Advertiser saye :--Tho fol- 
lowing information has bean kindly placed 
at our disposnl/by Oaptain Roberts, of the 
tug Fui-lee. The detaila: given below are 
of o moat disastrous and surprising nature, 
partioularly tho latter, when it is recollect. 
ed thot the vessul referred to bélow has. 
been wreoked for nearly a month, and that 
the loss of human life miat-huve boen gront, 
yot Cuptain Kuberts is the frat to discover 
the wreck. Tho vessel is freighted with 
Imabor, consequently we judge she is from 
the neighbourhood of Puget Sound. 

The infurmution supplied “us, which ix 
practically an axtract from the log of the 
Fri-lee, runs somewhat as follows :— 

Captuin Ruburts having recsived infor- 
ination from Tung-ming fishermen. that a 
fureigts vessel had been wrecked some 40 or 
50 miles N.N.W. of Drinkwater Point, he 
proceeded. thither and on arriving” there 
learnt the following particulars: from the 
mon of the Wousung Wrecking Company. 
The wreck referred to above, and of which 
Capt, Roborts was in soarch, lies-in 4 feot 
of water at low tide and in direction about 
N. by W. or N. N, W. from Drinkwater 
Point. The wreck was ‘first sven by a 
Gsherman of Tung-loo abuutthe middle of 
August, She was then lying on her 
broudside with some of the masta and spars 
ati clinging to. the hull, About Abgust 
20th four bodies of foreigners were washed 
ashore, close to the Jung-loo creek. Threa 
of these were clad in dark colored clothes 
and the other oue was naked, with fair, hair 
cut very short. A fow days lutor the body 
of a Chinaman. apparently a Cuntonese, 
wag washed ashore neat the same place. 


These are all the -particnlurs we have | 


been able to ascertain so far, but we anx- 
ioualy await further news of the myatorious 
catuatrophe. * 2 

Tho V.-0.D, News in mentioning the de- 
parture of the Fublce to senrch for tha 
wreck, conjecturen:~-It is possible that 
tho vessel had. been driven over tho banks 
—on which thers aro three fathoms at times 
—durivg the recent typhoon of the !4th 
August, She is said to be timber Jaden, 
anl the only timber laden shipa due here.

Moltke. Tt appears that the Chinese told 
Captain Roborts that one of the foreigners 
who was washed ashore was fair haired and 
short.

TOG POSITION.OF THE HONGKONG 
AND SHANGHAT BANK. 


The follwing article and letters, which 
dispose fully of the questions raised in Mr 
..8, Taylor's letter on the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank, appear in’ tha W.-C." D. 
News 


The letter which appeared in our ooltmns 
a few days ago; on tha subject of the ator. 
ling aposita of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank, has led tothe clearing up of doubts 
and miseanceptions which have prevailed in 
some quarters. Those who did not take.the 
trouble to study the half-yearly reports of 
the Bank, and ascertain from thei tow the 
funds were distributed ‘who tovk it for 
granted that all its deposita must necessari- 
ly be employed iu Jonna and digcnunts in 
the Kuast,ahid o.notion, of a very. vague 
and general character, that when thé 
London deposits came to be puid off, there 
would be a considerable loss, unless silver 
recovered its, value of two or threo yours 
ago, inthe méantme. These persons look~ 
ed almost solely to tle rates of exchanye 
botween China and London whon the larger 
part of tha sterling deposits were, 28 they 
supposed, laid. down im ‘Vhina ; and, con- 
trasting these tates with those ruling in the 
first half of this year,-concluded that ar 
no specific sums had been written off 
for depreciation in the silver’ cquival- 
ent received for-the gold. deposits, there 
- was a heavy liability hanging over the bank, 
Before. the first letter on the subject ap- 
peared in our columns we had heard this 
Lability discussed, and tho views enunclived 
by our correspondent supported, and met 
by the answer which a atudy of the half. 
yearly reportssupplied, But it always seerno- 
ed that those who held the opinion that a 
liability fur the depreciation existed, con- 
sidered it a coutingency wheh would dis- 
appear, when the relative yaluea of gold 
and s:iver came to be adjusted. It was not 
looked upon as bad debts and business 
losses are lockod upon as requiting, to. be 
provided for at once. We mention thi: to 
show the light way in which those who‘in- 
ferred rathor thun belioved that ‘thore 
might be.a contingent liability thought of 
it, as there is no doubt that. they would 
have taken a very differont viow of any loss 
fram bills or discounts that had been in- 
curred, or was regarded an certain to fall 
onthe Bank. The specific Jangnsga of the 
Chairman at the last meeting’ of sharchol- 
ders ought (o have satisfied all these people 
that their Eeara were groundless, but it ap- 
peara not tu have had this effect, at all 
events not on every one of them, °. Probably 
this. was mainly owing to the unteality of 
the opinion, even in the minds of those who 
held it ; to their considering the ponsibility 
of loss not anfiiciently imminent, or as 
something that a tura of the wheel might 
remove, when the American Government
